GERMANS FACE NEW MENACE.

Hitherto the Russian activities 
have been confined almost exclusively 
to the region near Dorna Watra, in 
Bukowina. 
The operations of the czar’s troops 
on the western Moldavian frontier 
had consisted largely of defensive 
moves. Now, however, the Russians 
are pressing the battle with irresist- 
ible vigor in the district far south of 
Dorna Watra. More than fifty miles 
south of the Bukowina border they 
have taken things into their own 
hands and for several days have been 
administering sharp defeats — the 
Germanic forces.

REVIVING NAVAL NAMES. 
{From the Boston Herald.) . 

What shall be the system of naming the new 
battle cruisers that congress has authorized? 
They will constitute a new class of vessels for our 
navy, and may well have distinctive names—just 
as one class now bears the names of states, an- 
other class the names of cities, another the numes 
of early naval heroes, another name> of classical 
origin, and another letters and numbers instead of 
names. An officer of the American Defense society 
writes to Secretary Daniels to urge that the new 
battle cruisers be given names borne by the 
famous fighting craft of the early navy. 

The British navy keeps the names of the old 
warships of earlier generations, and finds them 
an inspiration. There is 4 long list of shining 
names ready for use if our government adopts the 
same policy. The first of the new battle cruisers 
might well be called the Alliance, in honor of the 
Alliance that was built at Salisbury on our coast 
in 1778, and which was the sole survivor of the 
original continental navy when the revolution 
ended. 5 

At one time it was commanded by John Barry, 
; commander-in-chief of our infant navy. Then an- 
other battle cruiser should be the Intrepid, in 
memory of the ship in which Decatur taught the 
Bar pirates their lesson. What better names 
than umme Richard, Constellation, Congress, 
| independence, Essex, and Chesapeake? All of 
them are rich with inspiring traditions of the 
glorious days of old, and there are a host of other 
names worthy of perpetuation. 

Our battleships bear the names of the states, 
over and over. There is a new Maine to succec 1 the 
one sunk at Havana, and so on. The battle cruis- 
ers may well have the names that shine brightest 
on the pages of our early naval history. There is 
much in a name, at zer all.
